HIGHWAYS, TRAFFIC SAFETY 


Safe Driving Pays Governor Robert 
Smylie has announced that recent 
reductions auto insurance rates for car 
owners that state are result con- 
tinued attention safe driving practices. 
The revised rates average 2.9 per cent 
reduction for liability insurance and ap- 
proximately per cent less for $50 deducti- 
ble collision premiums. per cent re- 
duction for farmers was continued. Rates 
for $100 deductible premiums were increased 
per cent. The State Insurance Commissioner 
states that strict law enforcement and in- 
creased police powers played material part 
bringing the reduced rates. This marks 
the third time little more than two 
years that Idaho car owners have had gener- 
ally downward revision auto insurance 
rates.

Wisconsin Point System The Wisconsin 
Motor Vehicle Department has reported 
increase per cent driver license 
suspensions during the first three years 
the state's point system. Under the 
point system driver loses his license 
accumulates demerit points for traffic 
violations one year, points two 
years three years. Since the pro- 
gram went into effect 1956 licenses 
78,600 persons have been suspended revoked. 
the preceding three years 64,563 lost 
their licenses. Traffic deaths declined 
from 2,768 the three years before the 
point system 2,580 the last three 
years.

The Governor noted that the state 
encompassed 300 miles navigable 
waterways and has more than 600 square miles 
bays, harbors and lakes, which have given 
impetus pleasure boat activity large 
scale. 

Pointing the necessity safety 
legislation, the State Department Conser- 
vation and Economic Development recently 
reported that boating fatalities 1959

Courtroom Testimony Alaska's new court 
System employ new means taking 
down courtroom testimony. Electric tape 
recording machines will used instead 
court Although recorders have 
been used occasionally the United States 
Ninth Circuit Court Appeals San Fran- 
cisco and Chicago bankruptcy courts, 
other courts the nation are known 
employing recording equipment for taking 
down testimony. 

The recorders were purchased cost 
$25,000 for use the Superior Courts 
and traveling magistrates. use 
the eight established courts record 
expected cut the cost taking testi- 
mony. preparing transcripts for 
litigants will also considerably reduced. 
court deputy will operate the machine, and 
will log the names and the time 
they begin talking. When attorney judge 
wants hear testimony repeated, the deputy 
will consult the log and back the tape 
the testimony requested. The tape marked 
40-second intervals for reference purposes.

eleven reported that the salaries judges 
their trial courts general jurisdiction 
are not subject variable supplementation 
local units government.

The largest amounts additional com- 
pensation are paid the metropolitan centers, 
reflecting the generally higher wage scales 
and living costs these areas. part 
they also may recognition the 
heavier workload usually found 
city courts. 

Following summary responses re- 
ceived from the ten states that allow re- 
quire local supplementation judicial sal- 
aries. 

California Superior and Municipal Court 
Judges receive salaries ranging from $16,000 
$20,000 depending population. these 
amounts the state pays $10,500. The remainder 
paid the counties. 

Illinois, Circuit and Superior Court 
Judges are paid $16,000. Under state law, 
Cook County (Chicago) supplements this 
$9,000 that county. 

Louisiana pays District Court Judges 
$10,000. Various parishes are required 
state law supplement this amounts 
ranging from $1,000 $5,000. 

Ten twenty-three Maryland counties 
are required state law Supplement Cir- 
cuit Court Judge salaries $15,000 
amounts ranging from $2,000 $7,500. 

Michigan Circuit Court Judges are paid 
$12,500 the state and under constitutional

authorization receive supplemental salaries 
ranging from $500 $12,500 most counties. 

Circuit Court Judges Missouri are 
paid $12,000 and receive from ,200 
$3,000 additional salary from some counties. 

New York pays Justices the Supreme 
Court (an appellate court, not the court 
last resort) amounts ranging from $21,000 
$29,000. New York City the state salary, 
$21,000, supplemented local payments 
$13,500. 

Ohio pays Judges the Court Common 
Pleas $7,000, and counties are required 
state law supplement this amounts varying 
from $2,000 $10,000, depending upon the 
county's population. 

Most Virginia cities supplement Circuit 
ranging from about $1,200 $8,000. 

Wisconsin Circuit Court Judges receive 
$14,000 from the state, and most counties 
supplement this salary amounts ranging 
from $1,000 $4,000.
